DISPOSAL OF HOUSE SLOPS 


The reeve of the town takes the op¬ 
portunity to offer the citizens of Vul¬ 
can a satisfactory and sanitary meth¬ 
od for the disposal of house slops. The 
fly season being at hand, careful con¬ 
sideration and adoption of this sys¬ 
tem would be a good step toward 
sanitation, 

Take a woodorTbarrel with the ends 
out, dig a hole in the ground deep 
enough to sink barrel three-quarters 
of its depth, then fill barrel within 
five inches of top with rock, covered 
with a three inch top dressing of 
cjiprse gravel.- This will 4,ike care of 
all house slops in a most satisfactory 
manner, the bacterial action handling 
the slops in the only way possible 
under existing conditions. A cov/r 
made from the top would provide the 
most sanitary method of this dispos¬ 
al.

HIGH COST OF LIVING 


L. H. Stack 


Ln an interesting circular issued by 
the Royal Bank of Canada, the de¬ 
claration of the Supreme Council of 
the Peace Conference is published, 
which gives one, an idea as to the 
causes which combined to prodi ce 
the present high cost of living. The 
circular goes on to say that— 

Canada’s- contributions were among 
those resources of the world which 
were destroyed during the war; and 
by that much the country is a loser 
from a material point of view. 

The expansion of domestic credit, 
the increase in paper money, and the 
higher prices thatrthese entail, are 
present fact' in Canada, though in a 
lesser degree than in Europe. 

The recommendat'ons of the Su¬ 
preme Council therefore deserve close 
attention. Those particularly applic¬ 
able to our situation are, in sub¬ 
stance; 

1. That governments and individ¬ 
uals should practice the strictest 
economy, and should realize that ex¬ 
travagance of any sort reacts on ev¬ 
ery household by raising the cost of 
all articles. 

‘ 2. That everv possible means be 
taken to increase production; and that 
to this end all classes co-operate to 
avoid strikes and lockouts with then- 
resultant waste of working days. 

Prior to the war, the capital requir¬ 
ed to finance the many fresh require¬ 
ments of this growing country was 
drawn to a great extent from Eng¬ 
land. At the present time Canada is 
forced to stand on her resources, and 
must either herself provide, from the 
savings of her people, the cap tal 
needed for construction and develop¬ 
ment, or see the progress of the coun¬ 
try retarded.

When the moon is at perigee— 
point in its orbit where it com^s near¬ 
est the earth—and at the same time 
passes centrally between the earth 
and sun, a total eclipse of the sun oc¬ 
curs, the moon cuttiing off all the 
light of the sun. When the moon is 
at appogee—the point in its orbit 
where the rpoon is farthest from the 
earth—and at the same time the moon 
passes centrally between the earth 
and the sun, the moon being far from 
the earth, does not cover all of the 
sun, but at the greatest part of the 
eclipse a ring of sunlight is seen 
around the moon; that is called an 
annular eclipse, the word annular 
meaning a ring. When the moon 
covers only one side of the sun it is 
called a partial eclipse, /ame as oc¬ 
curred on May 18, when the moon 
covered the southeast part of the sun, 
the eclipse being seen only by the in¬ 
habitants of western Australia and by 
sailors who Were on‘the Indian ocean 
l>etween Australia and Madagascar.

Three Principle Trips 


According to Mr. Weadick, who 
was in Calgary last Wednesday com¬ 
pleting arrangements for receiving 
tourists at his ranch, there will be 
three principal outing trips for tour¬ 
ists from the headquarters, consisting 
of ten, twenty and thirty days each.

The twenty-day trip is a continu¬ 
ation of this route on from Blairmore 
to the Waterton Lakes, coming out at 
Pircher Creek, while the thirty-day 
trip carries the tourists on across the 
international boundary into Glacier 
park, coming out at Belton, Montana 
A shorter trip also well be provided 
to Kananaskis and back, requiring 
about a week.

THE REASON BACK OF IT 

jWas the real reason back of the 
C&rranz» overthrow and his assina- 
tion one touching upon purely Mexi¬ 
can problems, or did it have some¬ 
thing to do with thp--pTa§t§ of the 
large foreign, American and British, 
oil interests below the Rio Grande 

Or was it that 64 cents-a-ton-ex- 
port-tax-on-oil ? 

The Wall Street Journal says:: 

“The increase in export taxes from 
30 cents to 64 conts a ton, proposed 
by Carranza, apparently as the last 
historical act of his regime, has been 
set -aside by the new powers. The 
new government has affirmed the old 
taxes on oil.” 

In a nutshell it was this: 

Oil interests were leaping unheard 
of p-onts by draining Mexico of ml. 
Carranza sought to annex some of 
these ’ abnormal profits by increasing 
the export duty on oil. The proposed 
increase was to have gone into effect 
May 25. 

After Carranza’s increase proposal 
was made, the weakling revolution 
became a thing of might. It spread 
rapidly. It was well financed. Car¬ 
ranza’s government fell. And Car¬ 
ranza fell. So did his proposal to in¬ 
crease export taxes. 

The ^revolutionists, now the' admin¬ 
istration, appear to have paid their 
debt to the oil interests by thus wip¬ 
ing out the suggestion to give the 
people of Mexico a larger share in 
the profits made out of the bit drain¬ 
ed out of their soil.—Calgary Alber¬ 
tan.

This means 
that each individual consumed at the 
rate of more than one pound per 
week. 

In the United States last year it i 
estimated by officials at Washington 
the per capita consumption was 1!) 

Although little reliance can 
be placed in this estimate’ there is no 
doubt but that the local consumption 
in the United States has increased 
greatly in recent years. 

A few years ago the per capita con¬ 
sumption in Canada per annum was 
a matter of ounces. Through the con- 
bined efforts of the Canada Food 
Board and the Fisheries Branch it is 
estimated that the local consumption 
at one time reached a point equaldlo 
46 pounds per capita. During 1919 it 
is estimated the per, capita consump¬ 
tion was somewhere between 23 and 
25 pounds per annum. 

Canada is one of the greatest, if 
not the greatest, fish producing coun¬ 
tries of the world. Why have our 
people so little fish ?
